safely into camp and reported with
him to General Hagood.

The federals got
the best of the trade as Dibble was a
commissioned officer while the pris-
oner bréught in was only a non-com-
missioned one, and Lieutenant EI-
liott’s spy-glass was a much better
one than the sergeant’s. However it
was given to Elliott as in part com-
pensation for his loss. Dibble was
sent to prison on Johnson’s Island,

He was
kept' there until late in the year ’64
befofe he was exchanged, and when
that took place he was granted a fur-
lough for thirty days before reporting
for duty.- He spent his furlough at
his home in Orangeburg, S. C., and
while thére married.
